red men really exist—have been holding
o grand talk at a place ealled Okreek, 8, 1.,
and one muy only grieve because a rule of
conduct suggested in thelr most {mportant
pronounecement cannot be broadly interpreted
and applied to the regnlation of the whita
man's elvilization,

The Sfoux chiefs, nddressing the Commis-
sloner of Indian Affairs, remind him that
“the future 18 more important than the
pnst.” What s done they regard ns donn
beyond remedy. ‘Their minds are disturbed
Lecause the younger members of thelr trihes
resort to snake dances and savage festivals
intended to  perpetunte old paesions nnd
stntes of mind and delusions. The Com-
missloner of Indian Affairs is therefore asked
to kee that ““Indian tribal dances, if per.
mitted at all, be permitted only among those
who are over sixty yenrs old.”

Now, the snake dance of the Indlan s
very similar in its origin, spirit and purpose
to the hocus poous of diplomaey with which
many statesmoen attempt to rule the world.
The ineantations of o wicked medicine man
are not different at bottom from epesches of
the sort that yon often hear in the parlin-
tents of eivilization.

If the Commissioner of Indinn Affnirs
coutld prohibit verbal sunke-dancing in the
eapitals of the earth, the dwellers in all
lands would owe him an enormous debt of
gratitude.

. “In ecansidering the edurcation of a boy or
girl ot this time we must benr in Tulml that
the thing that ecounts is the application to
their evervday life that they will be able tw
make with the training that they have re-
cefyed,  Tr ix necessary that they shall be
alile to earn their bread and butter, so they
will require vocational training.

“In arder that they shall be good und
useful citizens and sbhall give to s well as
riceive from the community in which they
live, they must have an academle truining,
a background, that shall prepnre them for
proper sorcinl intercourse with their fellows.
They must also be able to enfoy life within
themselves and not merely be n machine to
crind out a lving for themselves or for
wome one else,  As a matter of fact, the lnck
of ability to do this automatically helpa to
riise the cost of living for the community ;
for those who eannot live within themselves
must pay for the things that go to make
up thot deficiency.

SYau will find, of eourse, that some are
only. equipped with thelr hands und ean do
Hitle eolse, while others will only ineline
toward an  academic education,  But the

peopie, will be able to and must needs par-
tnke of hoth essentinls if they are to make
the most of life.

Provide Physiclans and Teachers

Ko, therefore, wo  must taught to
work more efficiently and to live 5o that we
con give out to onr fellow beings some of
the best qualities within ourselves,  As the
tenideney of late years hias bheen to shorten
the hours of Jabor amwd  corvespondingly
lengthen (hose of leisure, the jwportance of
this lnst proviglon ean be readily seen,

W must especinlly provide for many
mare physicians and teachers. To produee
the figst ot least two years' colleglate train-
g is vequived, with u four-year course pre-
forred by university aathorities. Then there
follow o four-vear medien] course and at
lemst two years' experience gx an interne in
u hespital,  Inomuny evses still other expe-
vienes s required s and as 0 medienl eduen-
vinn s, from its nature, of the most
exnrnstve of its kind, the difficulties in the
wiy of the poor boy can be well imnglned,

The samo holds true in a degree of the

neher.  Not only must e or she have the
ordinary eduention, but they must supple-
ment this with other experience.  They must
hove o backgrownd.,  They must know how
to dlo things, They must bhave both of these
if for no other reason than they ean thus
|‘|.;,rn'e'inl|' the importupee aof each. In teach-
ing. too. they wmust have jn mind a goal
towned which they nee prepacing theie pupils.
ey must know comething of the applien-
tion of thele studies to eversday life, Thev
must foresee what the developments of the
next few yeavs nl’a'lfbrhl;; to be, for it is at
that time that their pupils will take theie
places in the world wd will apply what
they have lenrned.

Open Mind for Teachers

“Peachers should hnve nn open mind, botl
now and in the years to cope Just us
thitngs that seciwed funtastie some youry ngo
hve vome to pliees st w0 in the futinre
will some thing= that today  sevm iy
strange become nn wecomplished faer Thie
movits, Il'-u' exniple, 1 fivily  believe will
pluy an baportent part in oue future edyey
tion.

“I'ie time has come when other institu-
tions than the present must be provided,
Thus n eity college would take the burden
off us here and enable us to better provide
for those who have especinl ability and yet
linve not the means to provide for them-
welves,  We have now an annual enrollment
of 12,000 students and have about 2000
yearly denied admission. That is, we know
of that many, but how many more who are
discournged by the condition and do not
apply for admission there Is no way of
knowing.

“Tt is well worth while to teach many
subjects, even though every pupil mayv not
take them all, Out of the thousands we
thus have an opportunity to survey there are’
hound to be some of euperior abilities and
braing discovered, who will make our big
men and women of the future, whom we
would never find if we did not have thils
opportunity to try them out,

Must Have Vislon

“The difficulty in this age of materialism
{s that many have not the vision to look into
the future. They judge only by results that
they ean see within a s<hort time and with
their own eyes,  And yet their children, the
heritage in the lnst analysls for which they
have staked all, are the ultimate losers and
galners of thelr lack of vision or foresight,
a6 the case may be.

“'Not only that, but the community, the
State and the Natior reap the benefit ultl-
mately In having citizens who give as well
as recelve.  Many lnbor troubles of taday
could be obviated, or at lenst considerably
minimized, {f n greater number of the people
were well educated. The world generally
would be n Letter place to live in and there
would be better understanding and more of
lhnt.'pmn'f-‘nn enrth, good will toward men,’
if thiy condition existed to a greater degree,'
